ftay at Siena. A Gentleman was

'BajilkojhdX he had feme dry’d 
and beaten into powder,which 
he fnuft up, imagining it of the 
fame force with Tobacco to 
deare the head, but hee bought 
the experience at the price of 
his life,for hee dyed diftra&ed 5 
His skull being afterwards ope- 
ned by the Cnyrurgion , a neff 
of Scorpions were found fee- 
ding on hisBraine. 

For their creatures they have 
many not known tothislfland, 
but for curiofity. About 
Rome they plow the land with 
Buffolos y neere Sienna they 
hunt the wild Boare, with the 
Rowbuck,the Wolfe, the Por- 
cupine, and th e Tafio Cane or 
1 Mountaine Dog. .

Here are but two ordi- 
|i|. nary paffages out of 
r France into Italy 5 the 
one over the Jlpesyhe other by 
the Mediterranean Sea 5 thofe 
commonly which goe by the 
firfi^returne by the fecond 5 and 
fo contrary. We (November be- 
ing quite expired ere we left 
France Yfor our owne conveni- 
ence preferred a boate before

a horfe, I meanethe Sea voy- 
age, before the Land. Where- 
fore being come to Antibe the 
utmoll City of France , wee 
found favour of the Governour 
(it being a F rontiere and place 
of ftrength ) in giving us a Bill 
ofhealth, without which it is 
very difficult to enter into any 
of the Italian States or Cities, & 
having over night procured a 
Filoacoto carry us all our way 
to Genua if fo be wee mett with 
no Boale of returne betwixt 
thence and Monaco $ the next 
morning we departed , and a- 
bout nine in the forenoone 
came befor cNice in Savoy , fitu- 
atedon the Sea fide, but hath 
J no Port, the buildings are after 
the Italian, & it is commanded 
by a ftrong Caftle that ftands 
on a hill. Finding no conveni- 
ence of imbarquing better here

wefayledon, but at the point 
of Land that turnes towards 
Morgues , there arofe a contrary 
winde, which forc’t us to re- 
tyre into the next harbour, to : 
wit ; Villa Franca ( aunciently 
called Tortus HercnlisJ where 
by permiffioofthe Govemour 
of the Citadell we lay that 
night. This place likewife be- 

ven we met with a Genova Fi- 
louco , 8c having agreed for our 
paflagein that, quitted our for- 
mer, yet no fooner were we in 
the boat but a Temped: drove 
us againe into the harbour } fo 
that we loft that day entirely. 
The day following we had both 
faire weather, 8c a cal me Sea, 
which encourag’d our water- 
men to adventure out} about 2 . 
miles from Villa Franca we dif- 
B 2 cerned 


longs to the Duke ofSavojy.The 
next day going out of the Ha- 
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a great vefTell making towards 
us, which our Boatmen feemed 
to feare taking it 5 for a T urkifh 
man of War, but we were after- 
wards informed to the cotrary. 
A little further we ftrooke into 
the Port of Monaco, and after 
an houre or two ftay there, the 
wind growing contrary, our 
Boatmen wifht us to tarry lon- 
ger leaft wee fhould be expofed 
to a greater inconvenience, 
which wee the more willingly 
condifcended too, in rcgard,tis 
fo remarkable a place as no 
ftranger can well pafle without 
efpeciall obfervation thereof 5 
for T muft confelTe I know no 
fo fmall a principality of the 
like confideration , either for 
ftrength or riches 5 The Prince 
of the family of the Grimaldi 
ofGema, is in his ftate fove 
raine, and coynes mony, but 

hath 
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hath (till fome greater King for 
his Protestor, of late yearts hee 
left the Spanifh party, and gave 
him lei fe with this his cheife 
Towne, to the King of Fr, wees 
tuition, fo that at our arrive 
there, there was a drift garifon 
of French b the Marquis of Cor - 
bon being then Governour to 
whom wee had addrefTefrom 
his Brother in Law at Anlibe , 
us’d us very civilly, and fent a 
fouldier with us 5 to Ihe w us all 
the rarityes that are there to 
be feene. 

Monaco^ whether I may pro- 
perly call it a Town or Cattle I 
know not) is fituated on the top 
of a rockey Promontory of in- 
credible hard accede, in viron’d 
with ttrong walls, within which 
are fome ftreets very neately 
reprefenting the face of a 
City, inthemiddeft isafpaci-

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Monaco • 
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ous court fit for to exercife mi- 
litary difcipline in, at the end , 
is the Princes Palace , which ! 
though Beautifull on theout- 
fide yet contains greater wealth 
within,cheifly in his Gardrobe, ■ 
where the variety of Tapiftries | 
the great quantity of plate, with 
the vaftnefle of vellels , as 
Fountaines, Tables, and fuch 
like of pure filver, llriks a- : 
mazement into him that fees it, ! 
befides this rich furniture, there i 
are two Cabinets or Galeries of 
rare curiofities which excep- 
ting the Duke of Florences , 
may be equaled with moftof 
that nature in Italy : amongft 
other Angularities I was much 
taken with theftatueof an In- 
dian of Porphyre, and other 
materiall, as likewife a gem* 
mery compil’d of feverallpre- 
tious ftones with thefe letters, 

0 //- 
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Otium Francrfci Bembi 5 The 
Prince was then in enlarging 
this Palace, and beautifying it 
withMarbles and waterworks. 
Having with great fatisfa&ion 
feene all the particularities of 
this place, we returned downe 
to out Inne, and it growing to- 
wards night, fome few hov/ers 
before our departure a hard ac- 
cident befell 11s, which was the 
Ioffe of our Eill of health, 
wherefore though it Was darke 
and the watch Was fet, yet wee 
Pent up a letter by a firing to 
the Governour , who very 
courteoufly returned us a 
Ticket of larger extent then 
our former. At midnight wee 
departed from Monaco part 
eight miles farther by Menton , 
a village belonging to the fame 
Prince, and about breake of 
day we came before Vintmiglia 

B 4 the 
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the firft city ( towards France ) 
of the Republique of Genua , 
from hence we were in view of! 
the mountaines of Corfic a and 
. foure miles farther we paft by 
Saint Rentes, where the fhorc - 
( which is called by the name 
of the rive of Genua) is all cove- 
red with Orange, Citron, and 
Date Trees. Pad: the reft of 
that day without feeing any 
thing remarkable, unlefl'e Porto 
Mauritio , where heretofore 
there was a very good Port 
which the Genuefians ruin’d, 
fearing it fhould bring preju- 
dice to their owne. Towards 
' night we ftrooke in at Oneille , 
a city which feemes to inter- 
rupt the Genois dominions, 
and belongs to the Duke of 
Savoy . After we had fupt wee 
tooke boate and (ayled all 
night by many Townes , viz . 

Diano , ' 
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Diano^Araiff'e^h^Q they fiflh 
forCorallj Albengue 5 Litan , a 
city of the Prince of Oria aGe- 
nois 3 Final a place of ftrength 
and the only garrifon the King 
of Spaine hath in thefecoafts^ 
the Port though fmall yer 
ferves much in the conveyance 
of men and amunitfon towards 
Milan . This place commonly 
pillageth ftrangers 3 they taking 
all for Frenchmen 5 butCpray- 
fedbeGod) wee pad quietly, 
and towards break e of day 
came before Savona'^ The mod 
ancient and greated citv of the 
Gcnevoifat after Genua it felfe. 
Behind thiscity 5 the Apennines 
that cleave Italy in fundei be- 
gin to take their rife. From 
hence to Genua is 35. Italian 
miles } all which way one goes 
more and more into the plea - 
Ginmefleef Italy 5 the wjiole

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board being fild with Country 
Seats and Villages y which for 
beauty furpafle many cities I 
have feeneelfewhere. Amongll 
thcfe San Pietro d’ Aran/a(whi- j 
ther the richer Genuefians re- 
tire themfelves in the fommer, 
and indeed may bee call’d ano- 
ther Genua, for the gallantry of 
the buildings^ is the beft$ but 
three miles diftant from Genua v ! 
the Metropolis of that moft 
flourifhing Republick, which 
contains fo ftately Palaces., that 
from all the reft of Italy., it hath' • 
gotten the name of Genua the ! 
fuperbe. 

Tis fituated at the foot of 
i very high mountaines 9 which 
though fterile , yet want no- ; 
i thing that Art can enrich | 
■ them with $ In gardens., water- j 
jworkes, and the like. That 
which exceeds all the reft, is 

the 
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the Prince of Or ms Palace, rea- 
ching from thebottomeofthe 
fhoare,to the top of the moun- 
taines, dh ided into three gar- 
dens. In the firft whereof the 
Terrafies or Porches one a- 
bove another bore up with 
marble Pillars, is very magni- 
ficent, as likewife the Fouo- 
taine of the Eagles , and the , 
Family of Neptune : at the one ; 
fide that famous Cage of iron- ! 
worke, which is offovaft an 
extent that it enclofeth a wood 
of Cypreffe and other trees. 
The other two are ffid with 
Grottes, Orange trees.} and o- 
ther variety of delights : A t the 
[upper part of all (lands the fra- 
me of Jupiter tonant. Within 
the Pallace the Card robe full i 
of rarietyes^the Tapefrriesand > 

* precious Furniture declare 
greatly the richneffe of that j 
Prince. Next i 
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Next to this is thehoafeof 
Bieronimo del Negro 0 where the 
excellent Piftures, the fall of 
waters, the Fountain, thePiC- 
cina, the Grove and other de- 
lightfull departments, are well 
worth feeing.On all fides of the 
City is an infinity offuch places 
, of pleafure, efpecially round a- 
bout the Port, which is of a 
I large circuit, refembling much 
the forme of a Theatre en- 
closed with faire buildings. 
Tis defended by a folid Bul- 
warke ( which they call II 
Mole') that lyes about 2 hun- 
dred paces into the Sea, rais’d 
at a very great expence: Op- 
pofite to that a rocky Pro- 
montory caffs it felfe forth, at 
the head whereof (lands a ve- 
ry lofty Pharos, bearing a lan- 
terne of more then an ordina- 
ry bignefle, to guide Ships in 

the 
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the night: Withm the Haven 
is a place where the Gaily es 
lay 5 every one in a particular 
Clalfis. AsfortheCityitfelfe, 
it is enough to fay the Genu- 
efians live in a Kingly luxu- 
ry ? and I believe it is the beft 
built and compa&ed City, not 
onely of Italy 3 butalfo of Eu- 
rope. The houfes generally 
are very high , the ftreets 
for the mod part (its onely 
fault ) are fomewhat narow', 
fo that no Coaches are here 
admitted , which though an 
inconvenience , yet preferves 
the wayes more cleane and 
neater. I except here that fpa- 
cious^ long, even , and indeed 
Miftris of ftreets the S'trada 
Nova , which I am* confident 
may be juftlv preferd before 
any in Chriftendome, fo proud 
in Architecture, fo rich in Mar- 

blcs 
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bles are the Palaces tis fild 
with. The faireft one belongs 
to the Duke of Oria. Amongft 
the publick Edifices , the Ex- 
change or Merchants Hall, 
the Dukes Palace with the A r- 
mory for 30 thoufand men de- 
ferv dour walking to. Neither 
are the Genuefians lefle fplen- 
did, in adorning their Confe- 
crated places $ witnefle the 
mighty quantity of polilh’t 
Marble , wherewith all the 
Churches are fild , efpecially 
San Lorenzo the Dome, and 
Santo Ambrojio belonging to ' 
the Jefuites. Eut that which 
furpaflfeth all, and is of moft 
admiration, is the Chappell of 
the Anunciade , begun to bee 
built not many yenresfinceat 
the expence of one Family, 
(whofe Palace joynes to it ) 
yet is of fo incredibe richnefle 

for 
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for the red and white Marble 
Pillars, and other ornaments, 
that one would imagine the 
revenues of a whole City could, 
not bee enough to raifefoglo- 

riousa Worke as that will be. 
when tis finilht. Finally, the 
Genuefians to defend this their 
brave City, have encompaft it 
with Walls no lefle commen- I - 
dable for beauty and ftrength, j 
then prodigious for their large- j 
extent* The people of this 
Common- wealth are habited 
all alike,fomewhat tending to- 
wards the Spaniflh Mode} and • 
are of a very auftere and fu- . 
perbe humour, hardly vouch- 
fafing to look fo low as a Gran- 
ger , wherefore having with 
much fatisfaftion feene their 
Flourifhing Eftate, wee left 
them. We fet out from Ge- 
nua in a Filouea about Sun-fet- 

ting, 
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ting, and having fayld all that 
night , about noone the next 
day we ftrooke into Porto Ve - 
nere, and after dinner croft the 
Golfe of effect a^( which is de- 
fended with many ftrong For- 
tifications) to Lerizi. This 
Bourg being the mid way from 
Genua to Ligourne ( fuch is the 
villany of the watermen in 
thefe parts) if they get their 
paffengers, chiefly ftrangers hi- 
ther, they will fo delay their 
departure , pretending the in- 
conveniences of the weather, 
that by lying ftill atfogreat an 
expence, they may bee forc’d 
to give them their pay , and 
to hire horfes for the reft of 
the way by Land. Which trick 
wee were forc’t to fuffer pati- 
ently,after a day and halfes at- 
tendance for our boat. Hence 
we tooke Poft, and having pa ft 
• ' .throu gh 
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through the Olive woods, over 
the hills that lay neereft the 
Ihoare, wee came into a low 
plaine Countrey, which con- 
tinued To to Ligorne. Firft we 
paft the River Magre , then 
went by Sarazana^a good City, 
and laft of the dominion of 
Genua , after that we came into 
the Principality ofMaJfa 0 vther. 
in we paft by Lavenza and Car- 
rara , where out of the hills 
they dig great ftore of Marble, 
and then through MaJJa it lelfe, 
where the Prince refides in E- 
ftate Soveraigne. 

The Towne is very plea- 
fant , ftanding in a Territorie 
fruitfull in Orange trees and 
other fruits. Hence wee came 
fuddenly into Tnfcany , but 
quickly left it, falling into a 
woody Country, belonging to 
the State of Lucas , and fo 

to 
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to Viregio , under the fame 
power, (landing at the mouth 
i ofafmall river, which runnes 
from Lncques. Here we were 
forct to lye,and the next morn- 
ing fome two mile farther wee 
paft the river that parts the Re . 
publique of Lucquer from Tof- 
cany , and foin the morning ar- 
riv’d at ftfa. 

Which City was hereto- 
fore a great free (late of it 
felfe, but at the riling of the fa- 
mily of the Medicis on which 
line the Dukes of Etruria fuc- 
ceffively runne, this with many 
other noble cities, was reduced 
to the great Dukes fubjeftion. 
From whom it hath received 
many Embellifments. Tisfitu- 
atedinaMarfhyland, fo that 
the unholefomneffe of theaire 
renders it fcarce of thenative 
people, much more of Gran- 
gers r 
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gers which feldome tarry any 
longer then to fee the rarities of 
the place. Amongft which I 
preferre that worthy peece of 
arte the Falling Tower which 
travellers boaft pf 3 (and not un- 
deferved lyj as one of the moft 
mervellous things they fee in 
the voyage of Itrf/^.Tis cover’d 
round with galleries & 7 .rowes : 
one above another of Marble 
Pillars, fo that ’tis hard to bee 
imagin’d -by what -engines fo 
great a (fru&urefopuld be fop- 
ported, it beingbuiit fodedi- 
ning t o one fide, that all men 
which regard it, at the firft ex- 
peS ks fall . Hard by is the j 
we or Cathedral! Church of Pi- 1 
fa jj where threefcore Pillars 
teftifie as well its Antiquity, 
as the Gates of Braffejts rarity. 
J.oyning to this is the Camp& 
Santo 3 or Cmetiere firm’d in 

with 
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with a wall of Marble , and 
muchrefemblesa Cloyfter:, in 
the midfi: is the Church yard 
from whence the place hath its 
denomination, that implies the 
holy Field 5 becaufe halfe the 
ground was brought from Je- 
rufalep? , and it hath a particu- 
lar propriety , that all bodies 
which are buried there , are 
conftim’d within the fpace of 
40. houres. Here are likewife 
referv’d many Ancient Urnes, 
which, with ’the ftory of the 
Old and New Teftament pain- 
ted of old worke , make the ' 
place very venerable. Hard by 
is the Baptiftary , or San Gio- 
vanni ^ wherein , the Font, 
and pulpit leaning on foure . 
Lyons , will for the preciouf- 
neffeof theftone, yield to no 
other in Italic. Leaving the 
Area where thefe things ftand

toeether, a little more into the 
tovvneisthe Chappell and Pa- 
lace, of the Knights of the Or- 
der of St. Stephen 2 the Fron- 
tefpiece of the Chappell is of 
Marble neatly pollirfft. The 
infide is adorn’d with the trueft 
Enfignes of Vajour^ I meane 
Trophees taken from the com- 
mon enemies of Chriftianity, 
the Turkes. Eefore their Pa- 
lace is the ftatue of the great 
Duke CofmvsjN ith a Fountain. 
This Dignity df Knighthood 
is much like to that of Malta , 
both to maintain Chriftscaufe 
againft the Mahometans , yet 
thefe may marrie •, the others 
I conceive may not : Thefe 
weare a red Crofie for their 
badge in this fafhion. From 
hence we walk’t to the Phyfiti- 
ans garden, which is more for 
ufethen delight^although there 
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be good walks, & water-works 
that well wafht us, yet for the 
moft'tis cover'd with fimplesy 
outlandilh Plants and the like. 
Joyningto it is a gallery very 
commodious for Medecinall 
things, it abounding with all 
curiofities of Nature , as for- | 
reign creatures. Stones, Mine* 1 
rails , and whatfoever ftrange 
the fartheft Indies produce. In 
generall, this City (lands fo op- 
portunely, as few like for the 
receiving of all forreign Wares, 

In themidft thereof runnes the 
river Arno , from thence to its 
Embufchment navigable for 
very great VeiTels, fo that here 
is a place where the Duke 
builds his Gallies: On one fide 
of the river, is a faire ftreet cald 
Lotigarno , where is the great 
Dukes Palace, and before it the 
ftatue of Ferdinand the third $ 

On 
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On the other fide is the Ex- 
change, little, but of Marble, 
then which nothing* 1 more j 
common in Italy, In a word, 
’tis pray fe enough , to fay tis 
the third City under the great 
Duke, who I thinke hath the j 
fairefl: of what Prince foever. 
Having taken a fatisfa&ory 
view hereof, we went on our 
way to Ligourne. , whither there 
is an hourely convenience of a 
Coach to tranfportMerchan- 
difefrom Li go me to P/fa , the 
Duke hath made an artificial! 
Channel!, of 15. miles long, 
which bares finall boa tes like 
to Venetian Go/tdoloes, The 
Efclufe of which Channell we 
faw at our fetting forth out of 
P/fa , cover’d for q 50. paces. 
The moft part of the way to 
Li gome is through Fennes , till 
oneenters into the great Dukes

Forreft, which continues to the 
tow r ne. 

Ligorne the only mar itimate 
place of importance, under the 
Great Duke , is fituated in a 
plaine, at the board of the Me- 
diterranean Sea 3 tis but little, 
yet the great concurfe of Mer- 
chants which flow thither from 
all Nations , chiefly from my 
one, make it more fpoken of 
than many Cities, of a larger 
extent. Tis an innumerable 
fummeof money the Duke re- 
ceives yearly from this fmall 
Port : wherefore his Predecef- 
fors with him have omitted no- 
thing to make it ftrong , wit- 
nefle the royall Baftions , and 
mote wherewith tis fenct , The 
great Port where the Ships lay 
at Anchor, is defended by the 
Mole, and about hath many 
fanalls, The Darcina , where 

the ( 
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the Gallies C then but fix in 
* \ 

number ) lay as quiet as in a j 
Chamber 3 is moft exquifitely 
well contriv’d : Before (lands 
tfyat bed of moderne Statues, 
the Duke Ferdinand in Marble, 
and the Colvfits of foure (laves 
tinder him , in brafle in divers 
Poftures, fo lively reprefented, 
that if the Statuary could have 
fram’d a voice as well as thofe 
bodies , he might have con- 
querd nature. Befides this 
piece, there are no more curio- 
fitiesin this towne, yet many 
conveniences. The (treets are 
generally large, the houfes low, 
but uniforme , unleffe fome 
which have been put out of or- 
der by an Earthquake , to 
which this place is often Sub- 
jeft. The great place is very 
beautifull , and fit for the af- 
femblies of Merchants. On the 
C houfes 
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houfes round about and in the 
faireft ftreets 3 are pi&ur’d all the 
battels 3 and victories of the 
great Dukes gallies, obtained 
over the T»r^/ 5 which a flave 
did to gaine his redemption. 
The J ewes which are here in 
great number, have the faireft 
Synagogue I ever yet faw 9 
wherin on a faturday their Sab- 
baoth, we faw the manner of 
their divine ( if fo I may call it) 
fervice. Their priviledges here 
are more then ordinary , they 
wearing iiomarke of aiftin<fti- 
on as in other T ownes, fo that 
here the wealthier and richer 
fort are of that Sedh The 
Greeks likewife have a Congre- 
gation , and Church here. In 
a word , Ligorne is compared 
of forreigners , yet*ihe un- 
wholfomenefle of theaire ba- 
niftieth a , great part from 

thence. 
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thence, which I by dangerous 
experience found true 5 for the 
day before I was to depart 
for Florence , (^having all the 
whilel ftayedat Ligorne found 
a ftrange alteration of the aire, 
different both from that of 
England and France .) I was ill 
difpos’dtoficknefle, however, 
not fo much but that I adven- 
tur’d on my journey , which 
though with much difficulty I 
perfe&ed.The firff night we lay 
at Pija, which way we had for- 
merly paft. The next morning 
we tooke Coach , ( a very un- 
plea fant pafiage over hilly 
wayj and paft firft by S. Ro- 
man , a Convent of the Obfer- 
vantins handing on high, from 
whence is a pleafant profpeft 
downe the valley, from thence 
we came to Empoly, a neat lit- 
tle towne where we lay 3 and 
C 2 the- 
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the next day towards noone 

arrived at Florence. 

Which for its (ingular ex- 
cellencies , amongft all other 
Cities of Italy, is cal d*** e ?WC| H ' 
the Faire. Florence the Capi- 
tallof Tofcany, and feat of the 
great Duke, is fcituatedatthe 

bottome of very high hills, en- 
viron’d on all fides with the 
fame , excepting towards the 
Weft fide , before which lies a 
plaine Countrey, vulgo Fianu- 
radi Fiorenza. This City is di- 
vided in two by the river Arno , 
over which are built foure 
Bridges of ftone, upon one of

taking of Siena, Hard by, is the 
Palazzo de Strozzi^ no leile to 
be admit *d for the immenfity 
of its fabrick, then for its rude 
and unufuall Archite&ure. 
From hence towards the right 
hand is the Merchants Vault, 
fupported with faire Pillars, 
and before it a brazen Boare 
jetting forth water 5 Keeping 
right on , one comes into the 
great Place, in the mid ft there 
of is the great Duke Cofrnis , a 
horfe-backinbrafle, with this 
in fc ription under.

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I Porch archt and adorn’d with 
1 fome ftatues , amongft which 
that of Judith ? in brafle with 
that of the Rape of the Sabine r, 
three Perfons in feverall Po- 
ll: ures cut all out of one ftone 
are rnoft remarkable.

Vecchio 3 at the entrance ftands 
two Colofles j the one of Da- 
vid 3 the other of Hercules 
trampling' on Cacus 3 the firft 
of Michael Angelo 5 which in 
* my judgement corites fhort of 
j the other 3 though he the more 
famous fratuary. Within is a 
Court fet about with Pillars of 


Corinthian worke 5 Above is a 
| very fpaciousHail with divers 
! Statues 3 and amongft them 
thofe of two Popes -Leo the 
tenth^and Clement the feventh 3 
of the family of the Medick } 
the apertenants of this lodging 

C 4 ate 
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I are very great, and coftly 3 but 
I it being not fo frequented as if 
the Court were kept there 3 e- 
very thing loofeth its lufter. 

Wherefore having fpeedily 
difpatcht the fight hereof 3 that 
which requires a week to ob- 
fervewelk is at hand: Imeane 
that richeft of Treafures., the 
great Dukes Gallery. In the 
lower flory fit the Courts of 
Juftice, with an arcadetowalk 
in on each fide. Above are the 
(hops of divers Artifens which 
work continually for the great 
Duke. In the uppermofi: part 
is contained as many wonders 
as things 3 Some to be admir’d 
for their precioufnetfe and art 5 
others for their rarity and An- 
tiquity. On each fide of the 1 
Gallerie are ranged Statues 5 to 
the number of fourefcore and 
odde 3 of which for Antiquity

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I preferre the Idoll brought 
from the temple of Apollo ^ at 
Delphi s 0 with this, verfe on the 
Pediftall.

As likewife that of Scipio 
African us ^ holding up his 
Gowne under his arme 3 accor- 
ding to Ciceros words. Nobis 
quidem olim- annus erat unus ad •;

doque campejlri 5 tunic at i liter e- 
mnr . After thefe I may reckon 
the two triumphant Pillars, 
from whence they, were taken 
f know not $ but their worke 
fpeaks them Roman. Over the 
ftatues hang the Piftures, fome 
Prototypes of the mod famous 
me nof themoderne times 3 . on 
the one fide Schcllars., on the 
other fouldiers. 

At the right hand of this j 
C 5 gaL 
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gallerie arefeverall hanzasfuil 
of curiofities, into which who- 
foever enters is ahonilht at the 
quantity of wealth $ confus’d 
with the variety of things 
worth obfervation. 

In the firft Roome we went 
into 3 hands the Tabernacle, 
or altar dehinated for S . Lau - 
rence Chappell > no part thereof 
of common Marble } but total- 
ity compared with Jewellsand 
Precious hones 5 The value 
inehimable. 

In the next Chamber is a Ta- 
ble with Flowers, and Birdsin: 
their naturall colours of Pre- 
cious hones, with a Cabinet 
priz’d at two hundred thcu- 
fand Crownes coverd with 
Agaths , Emerauds , Anama- 
thihs,e£*c- Within is the paf- 
hon of our Saviour with the 
twelveApoftlesall in Amber. 

In 
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In the third is a Cabinet 
with Calcidon Pillars , fild(fas 
they told us ) with ancient 
medailles of Gold ^ round a- 
bout thisRoome is an infinite 
number of Natujalland artifi- 
ciall curiofiti.es , as the Naile 
turn’d halfe into Gold b.y Al- 
chymy, 7 he Emperours h a ad 
on a Turquoife bigger then a 
Walnut, with thousands more. 
Next is the Armory, wherein 
are the habits, and diverf. forts 
ofarmesof fcverall ages, and 
People 5 amongft thofe , th e 
King of China's habit, Hwnz- 
bah Head- piece of Corinthian 
metall , Charlcnnins Sword $ 
and an argument of the Italian 
Jealoufie , an Invention to 
lock up female frailty. Here 
like wife is a Magnet which 
I beares up fourefcore pound 
weight of Iron.

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In the lafb Cabinet we faw 
the curious Turniry of Ivory 5 
a Pillar of Orientall Alablafter., 
See. and from thence wee went 
into the Gardrobe 3 where are 
twelve great Gubbards of fib 
ver Plate , a fervice all of pure 
Mattie Gold 3 A fiddle which 
the Emperour gave in a prefent 
to the great Duke, all EmbrOy- 
der’d with Pearles and Dia- 
mond s^Thefe^ with many other 
Particularities of this gallerie^ 
( which might be a Theame 
copious enough to write a Vo- 
lume ooj declaring the wealth 
of this Prince equall with any 
Kings in Chriftendome. 

From thefaid gallery isa Cor- 
rideryor private paffage to the 
Palazzo de Tit hi 3 on the other 
fide of the river 5 where the 
Duke keeps his Court y The 
F ront of. this, edifice: is very 
* majeftique 
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majeftique towards the Bafis 
of Dorickwork^ in themidftof 
Tonick, in the uppermoft fto- 
ryof Corinthian. In the Court 
is a Grotte with ftatues and a 
fountaine over it , yet that 
which is moft wonderful! is 
the Loadftone of a moft pro- 
digious greatnefle. 

Neither are the gardens to 
be omitted 3 which for their 
largenefie have the face of a 
Forreft , for their variety of 
a Paradile.Here Cypres groves 5 
there Walkes with ftatues 3 
here a Sea of Fountaines 3 there 
Swans, Auftriches, and other 
recreative Creatures. 

Being now on this fide of the 
Arno, I will take notice of all I 
faw there before I returne to 
the other. And firft there 
ftandsa Pillar , bearing on it 
the ftatue of Peter Martyr, in 
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the fame place where hee was 
beheaded. Next on the wall 
of S. Nicholas Church 3 above 
a mans reach are thefe vefes 3 
fignifyingan inundation of the 
River.

Going now back into the 
fuller bodv of the City, on the 
other fide of the River i on 
the banck there is a Marble, 
which I found ofno great con- 
fequence, yet fetbv a Veneti- 
an Embafladorasa Monument 
toahorfethereburied , which 

had done him good fervice in 
the fiege of the City. 

The 
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The Epitdph runs thus.

Lead: I fhould dwell too 
long amongft thefe earthly de- 
lights 3 wherewith Florence is 
fil’d, I willgoe and meditate 
j in the Churches 5 and firft in 
the Dome , which I conceive 
* either for the exquin ten eiTe of 
the worke, or worth of fo vaft 
a Eulke of Red ,. Black , and 
white Marble, to be the fairefk 
Cathedrall without, that ever 
man laid eyes on. Its better 
part is the Cupola , fohigh that 
the braffe Globe at the top, is 
capable of holding fixteen per- 
fons. 

No lefle wonderfull is the 
Steeple which without ex- 
empt. 
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empt 3 will yield to no other in 
the world 5> compofed of the 
fame (tone and materialls with 
the Churchy but with more art 
and ornaments. 

Before the Dome is the Tem- 
ple of Mars 3 built in an O&o- 
gon 5 now cald S. John , or 
the Baptiftary. The foure 
gates ofBraffe, which Ortelius 
prefers before any elfe in the 
worlds the broken Pillars of 
Per ply re 3 the pavement 3 the 
old Grecian Pieces at the top 3 
are things to be noted. 

From hence wee went to 
fee thatmirrour of Art 5 and 
wonder of this prefent age 3 
Saint Laurents Chappell^which 
is fo glorious., that whofoever 
enters, will even imagine him- 
felfe in forne place above terre- 
ftriall. s Tis wholly overlaid 
with fine Pollifht ftoneS j . nei- 


ther 
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therisany colour upon Earth, 
but it is there in tones natural- 1 
ly , all which I have been fince 
told by diverfe, (an argument 
of the great riches included in 
the Bowells of Italy ) are dugg 
up within the great Dukes do- 
minions. Round about this 
Chappell are all the fcutions of 
the townes under the great 
Duke, in their proper Colours 
of tone. AboveareNichesfor 
the ftatues of the great Dukes. 
Refidethem their limes. The 
intent of this whole fumptious 
Fabrick, being that it fhould 
fucceflively ferve for the Se- 
pulcher of the great Dukes. 

Saint Laurents Church and 
Convent joy ne to this, where 
the Library fild with Eookes, 
all in Manufcripts is not con- 
temptible. 

Not farre from hence is San- 
ta 
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ta Maria Novella 3 in the Court 
are two Marble Pyramids that 
ftand on braffe T urtoifes. Hard 
by is S. Maries Church be- 
longing to the Jacobins, where 
on the North wall is the 
Tom be of Vicus Mirandola , 
an eminent fchollar, with this 
Epitaph.

From hence I went to the 
Anunciade 3 and faw in the way 
the Fountaine of the Centaure. 

The 
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The Anunciade is d place of 
great devotion , to a Madonna 
drawne by the hand of Saint 
Lul^e. In the Piazza before is 
the fiatue of the Duke Ferdi- 
nand the firft 5 on liorfeback in 
brafle, made by the fame hand, 
with the former above mentio- 
ned, fo that there is little diffe- 
rence betwixt them. Hard by 
are kept the Lions, and other 
wilde beads} and a little far- 
ther the Menage or Stables of 
the great Duke fiord with Bar- 
bary and other excellent horfes, 
and as I remember,! never faw 
better horfe then at Florence . 
On the wall of the Cavalrizza 
isthislnfcription.

Within the Church is the 
tombe of that famous Statuary^ 
Pi&urer 3 and Architedlure^ 
Michael Angelo 3 made by his 
owne hand $ Over his Urne 1 
(land thofe three arts ? hee was 
fo renowned for with their 
inftruments broken , bewail- 
ing the lofie of their Patron

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underneath this Infcription.

T o conclude my defcription 
of Florence 3 the houfes are 
high built 5 the ftreets pav’d 
with great (tones 3 even and 
long, many Fountaines^and o- 
ther publick ornaments., decla- 
ring the magnificence of the 
great Dukes^For eight mile 
round about the City there 

feemes 
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feemes another Florence, fo full 
are the fields fpeckled with 
Country feats. Neither are 
thofe delights to private men a- 
lone 3 but there are likewife 
publike walkes 5 witnefle that 
of Pines two rnile long : that 
of Cypreffes leading to Poggio 
Imperiale 5 and many more. 

Two miles up into the Nor- 
therne Mountaines lies the old 
Fcfuli 3 often fpoke of amongft 
the ancient Writers^ but now 
a poore Village 3 not having fo 
much as the remnants of An- 

> • 

• tiquity. 

In fk^thereisno Province 
in Italy more furniflvt with de- 
lightful^ and well peopled Ci- 
ties 5 then that of the great 
Duke 3 whole Anceftours ha- 
ving united the States c f three 
Common- wealths together to i 
wit 3 of Pifa 9 Florence ^ and Sie- 
- na^ ‘ 
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na a doth now entirely poflefle 
all To f cany $ the nobler part of 
The wife of this prefent 

GreatDuke, Ferdinand the fe- 
cond of that name 3 comes from 
the Duke of Vr bin ^ of the fa- 
niily of Rovori . 

T he Revenues of this Prince 
of Tofcany exceeed yearly ten 
hundred thoufand Crownes 
which will amount to a hun- 
dred thoufand pound Englijh, 
his ordinary guard is of Caval- 
ry 3 and Infantry 3 with Ger- 
\ mans very well equipagU 

The Florentins have com- 
monly notable headpieces 3 fo 
t hat from hence fpring notable 
Polititians , and States-men. 
Machevil was of them, and’tis 
faid that three Embafladours 
from feverall Kings, meeting 
i accidentally on the way 3 prov’d 
intheconclufion to be all Flo- 
rentins. So 
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Sofooneas wehad fill'd our 
felves with the fight of thofe 
many Angularities, that are in 
and about Florence , wee fet for- 
ward for Siena . 

Going out of Florence 5 at 
the Tort a Komana 3 one leaves 
Poggio Imperiale a Villa of the 
great Dukes , which I had o- 
mined above. At the entrance 
of the walkes of Cypres 0 that 
leads to it are the ftatuesof 
the Tybre and Arno j thofe 
of the famous old and new Po- 
ets, Virgil , Ovid , Petrarche o 
and Dante . The houfe fwarmes 
with rarities , chiefly with ex- 
cellent Pi&ures, amongftthem 
all the line of Aujlria , this great 
Dukes mother , who built this 
houfe 5 being After to the Empe- 
rour. 

After wee had paft by that., 
wee lay that night at a little 
' Bourg 
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Bourg call’d Santo Cajfiano . 
The next me rning wee rode 
through a Village Barb anno , 
from whence the mighty bir- 
ring family of the Cardinalls 
tooke their originall. Wee 
din’d at Voggio Bond , a place 
noted for the perfumd Tobacco 
compos’d there $ which the 
Italians through cuftome take 
in powder, as profufely, as we 
in England doe in the pipe. 
From hence in the afteraoone 
we arriv’d at Siena. 

Siena formerly a free State 
j of it felf, now fubjeft to the 
Duke of Florence ^ bands aloft 
covering the back of a hill • fo 
that in the hotteb time of the 
yeare, this City is bill refrefht 
by coole gailes of winde 5 The 
ayre is very wholfome, much 
agreeing with the conbitution 
of ftrangers,the Inhabitants 
D very 
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very curteous , a great dcale 
fuitingto the humours of for- 
eigners, and befides the puri- 
ty of the Italian Language, is 
here profeft, and fpoken s thefe 
and the like conveniences make 
it much frequented by T ravel- 
lers, and indeed mov’d us to 
fettle our felves there, for fome 
Moneths. 

Here wee ftayd not to fee the 
rarities of the Place, which are 
not many in number 3 but to 
get fome knowledge and pra- 
&ife in the Vulgar Tongue , 
however Siena deferves a bet- 
ter defcription then my pen 
can afford it, forneatneffeand 
gentility, yielding to no other 
in Italy . 

At the entrance of the Tort a 
Camulia 3 or di Fiorenza , onely 
the higher buildings are in 
view^ but out of the Porta Ro- 
1 _ mana 9 
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man the City feemes to raife 
it felfc with a great deale of 
Majefty $ chiefly becaufeofthe 
many Towers it hath 5 which 
during the time of its Liberty, 
were rais’d in honour of fuch 
and fuch men as had done any 
worthy fervice for the Com- 
mon-wealth , amongfl: thefe 
Towers which ftand yet as 
fignes of its formerly pofieft 
Freedoine $ that of Mmgio 
furpafifeth for height , which 
though its foundations be in 
the Bottome of the r/azza 5 yet 
outtops all the City beftdes , It 
i ferves now for the Clock- 
houfe^ From above is a faire 
profped even to the confines 
of Tofcanys below at the foot 
of thishidious Stru&ure , is a 
Chappell of Marble, whereon 
fet dayes Mafie is faid to the 
People in publick. 

D 2 To 
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To this joynes the Senate 
houfe, built by the Goths , as 
fome conceive by the manner 
of the Architecture. At one 
end thereof ftands a Pillar, 
bearing; Romulus and Remiss 
fucking the Wolfe , in brafle, 
which are the Armes of Siena , 
an infallible argument of its 
Antiquity , and certainly de- 
rived from the Romans , of 
1 whom this City was a Colony. 
There are frequently more of 
thelike pillars about theTown 
upon one more decayed, then 
the reft is ingraved— Memores 
Huherum 3 old, very old La- 
tine. 

As for the Fiazza ? which lies 
in the heart of the City, I can- 
not fancie a more pleafing or 
commodious Place $ tis of a 
large Compaffe , refembling 
( whether naturally fo, or ar- 
; . - S ’- tificially 

■ '' • • h 
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tificialty made fo I know 
not ) the f.ifhion of a C oc kl e 
(heU 5 in themidft is a Marble 
Fountaine of curious worke, 
wherein out of the Wolves 
mouthes comes water. This 
place is pav'd with the fame 
material! as all the ftreets of the 
City are, to wit, Prick, } fo that 
here and indeed throughout all 
Siena , in the fowleft weather 
one may walke as cleane as 
within dores. The houfes are 
for themoft part Brick , built 
alia Moderna , the chiefeft is 
that of the Pope , and the 
Arch- bilhops, who is of the fa- 
mily of th eF/colom/nys. 

In the Stradx lurga lives the 
Prince Matthias, the Duke of 
Florences Brother, a man ve- 
ry courteous to flranget s. 

Clofe by his Palace is the 
Dome, or Cathedral! Church of

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Sienna , which though in com- 
panion of others in Italy is 
but finally yet for the grcaura- '• 
veil and expcnce which it mull 
needs have coft, tis inferiour 
to none, tis both without and 
within of Black and white 
Marble^ *TheFacade\s admi- 
rable, garnilht with ftatuess 
About theinfide arethe heads 
of all the Popes s The Pulpet 
is an unparalelld piece, befet 
with figures of Marble. But 
that fingularity vvhich this 
Templeboafts of above all o- 
thers, is the pavement, where- 
on many parts of thefacred hi- 
ftoryare fo lively reprefentcd 
in feverall colours of Marble, 
as no penfill can come neer ^ it, 
though many Matters take pat- 
tcrne from thofe ftones. Going 
up to the high Altar, attheleft 
hand is the Library , painted 
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by Riphd cC 'Drbirto On the 
fame fide is a Chappell, where- 
in is kept the arme of S. John 
Baptft y which .( asanlnfcrip- 
tion there manifcftethj was gi 
vento a Pope by the King of 
Telopenefvf. 

Oppofite to the Dome is the 
Hofpitall 3 * whither ail Pil- 
grimmes in their paliage to 
to li ome 3 may come and take 
two or three rneales gratk. In 
I the Chappelllycs the body of 
their founder B. Snforius 5 as 
yet uncorrupted though nine 
| hundred yeares fince he dyed. 

I Going downe the Hill, from 
| theHofpkall, one comes to the

vitoire of Fifh , not fo much 
: forthepublickufe, as delight, 
or paftime.

which, though a place of fpeci- 
all devotion, yet not fo fre- 
quented as the Madonna di Fro - 
venzana. From hence going 
up the hill, by the Dominicans 
one fees the Fortification , the 
onely defence of the City , and 
there by the Cavalrizza , whi- 
ther in the fommer all the Gen- 
try retire a Spajfo. 

The walls of Szena are of an 
exceeding com pa fie, yet but 
flight, coverd with Caper trees 5 
that fruit growing beft in that 
Soyle, to wit, Morter. 

The Country about Sienna , 
principally towards the Marem - 
mas or Marfhes, is fi lid with all 
forts of great Chafe , fo that 
wilae Boare, and other veni- 
fon in its fealon is fold in the 
Butchers (hops , as commonly 
as other flefh. 

In a word,I found Sienna, the 

A mofi: 
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mofc commodious place a 
ftranger could pick out to live 
retiredly, and make his time 
beneficiall. Where after two 
moneths ftay 5 having made 
feme little progreffe in the lan- 
guage, the time of Eafter oc- 
cafionly urging, together with 
good company ? and the holy 
week , we fet on for Rome. 

About ten miles from Siena.

Without Viterbo are two 
wayes for Rome , the old which 
the Pope in the laft diffe- 
rence with the Duke of Parma, 
charg’d none fjiould pafle 5 the 
new by Capraitica 5 wee defi- 
rousto fee the famous Palace 
of Capraroules , belonging to 
theaforefaid Duke of the fa- 
mily of the Farnef ? , tooke the 
old way 5 which though leffe 
ufuallj, yet gives more fatisfa- 

. ftion _ 
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frion by the fight of that mag- 
nificent Fabrick. 

Ti s built in a Heptagon , or 
feven corners , before it is a 
Kingly Court, within, the Staire 
Cafe, In the Garden the Cata- ; 
rafts of water, are very admirav I 
ble $ But that for w<* this place 
is moft fpoken of, is the Sellar, 
which befides the ampleneffe 
thereof, is as well ftord with 
wine of all forts, the Duke al- 
lowing to all Arrangers , that 
come to feehishoufe, two, or 
three glafles of frefh liquor.

Hoc tunc 
Veientcs fusre : nnncfttijfe quit 
meminit ? qu£ reliquiae ? quod- 
ve vefligium ? laborat annalium 
fides ut Veiosfttijfc credamus . So 
that if in Florus his time, the 
memory of the Veientes was fo 
extirpated, what fignes or rem- 
nants of them can we expert in 
this age. 

Six mile beyond Monterofe ,

I muft confefle the fame of 
Rome, which hath fpread it felfe 
even to the moft remote parts 

of 
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of the earth 5 together with the 
fmall intelligence I had in thofe 
hiftories , that declare the 
greatnefle of that univerfall 
Monarchy^ made my idea of 
Rome to exceed that of all the 
worldbefides^ yet again when 
T conceived *how all humane 
things are by fucceffion of time 
fubjefttochangej how at the 
fall of the Roman Empire this 
City was pillag’d by the Barba- 
rous., how through the infati- 
able fury of Nero , the fire de- 
vour’d it,I imagind fome lower 
fancy of Rome . 

But in the conclufion , ha- 
ving had a full ocular view 
thereof, I found that it flouri- 
ftieth beyond all expe&ation , 
thisNew even emulous to ex- 
ceed the old , the remnants of 
the old adding to the fplen- 
dourofthe new, both (peaking 
it « Roma 
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-Roma triumph at i Ca- 
put Orbis, 

*Tis fo ample a Theame,that 
I grow almoft confounded in 
going about to defcribe it^ and 
indeed no man will take that 
taske upon him, that hath feen 
the diverfity of Eookes , and 
Impreffions there are onely of 
the things of Note at Rome, 

One Volume of the Antiqui- 
ties 5 Another of the Pallaces$ 
a third of the Churches , a 
fourth of the Gardens $ a fifth 
of the Statues $ a fixth of the 
Fountaines} a feventh of the 
Villas 5 Tn a word 3 the Preflfe 
is burdened with nothing more 
thendifcriptionsof Rome . 

Wherefore I will briefly 
pafle over what I faw , leaving 
the narration of each particu- 
lar, To the Itinerario cC Italian 
and the Roma Antic 4 a and the 
Roma Modernd. About 
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About foure miles from 
Rqm*3 in the way that leads to 
Fortj Dc/ Fopolo is Nero's 
Tombe. which becaufe of the 
honour T owe not to the perfon 
theTyrantj but to the Anti- 
quity I will here put down ha- 
ving never (een it in Print. 
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This Sepulcher is of folid 
Marble , on it are engraven 
Dragons, Fame, &c. Theln- 
fcription is hardly legible, one- 
ly I could pick out Karijfim* 
with a K. 

Witbina mileanda halfe of 

Rome, we paft the Tybre on the 
Mole, anciently Pons Milvius 

where (befides the many noble ! 
exploits performed there by 
heathens . ) Conjlatitine the firfl 
Chriftian Emperour faw inira- 
culoufly the ligne of t he Crofle, 
with the Motto,/# hoc figno vin- 
ces. After vve were gone over 
that Bridge, wee came upon a 
very broad pav’d way , The 
VinFlaminia , which /laminins 
in his Confullhip continued 
fixtie miles, from Rome to Ari- 
na num. 

At the entrance into Rome , 
at Porta del Popolo, is a lofty Py- 
ramid 
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ramid coverd with Egyptian 
Hyeroglyfiques, which was 
heretofore dedicated to the 
Sunne, and flood in the Circus 
Maximus , but was thence trans- 
fer^, and placd here by Sintus , 

V . as the infcriptions under- 
neath manifeft *. 

Hee that would fee Rome 
may doe it in a fortnight, walk- 
ing about from Morning to 
Evening, he that would make 
it his ftudv to underftand it,can 
hardly perfeft it in lefle then a 
yeare. A man may fpend ma- 
ny Monethsat Rome , and yet 
have fomething of Note to fee 
every day. 

The fir ft day we walkttothe 
Villa of Prince Ludovijto, which 
(lands on the fame Soyle, 
where that renowned one ojf 
Salufi anciently flood , as one 
may colledl from the broken 
Cuglia , 1 
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Gnglia^one and twenty paces m 
length, which was rais'd in his ; 
Hippodromes. j 

The principall rarities in this ! 
Kingly place, arethetyrdgla- } 
diator, Marc Aurelius , his head f 
of RraflTe that ftood in the Ca- 
pitol 5 The Oracles Head of 
Porphyre with the mouth open, 
whereby the Priefts fpake , 
thofe for old $ Among the new, 
the man Petrified which the 
E mperour fen t to the Pope. A 
Bed Head built all of precious 
ftones, to the valew of 80000. 
Crownes. A bed ( as a worthy 
Knight then in our Company 
faid) fit to get none but an A- 
lexattder the great upon. In 
the garden are two ancient 
Tombes , and fixt^en round 
Veilellsof ftone, wherein the 
ancient Romans were wont to 
keep their Oyle.

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The fame day in returning 
to our Lodging, wee faw many 
Antiquities, Paffingby Alta Se 
mita.pi Mom guirinalis by the 
foureFountaines, which Lepi 
dus brought 0 w e came by Monte 
de CavallOyWhich takes its deno- 
mination from the two ColoJJ'es 
of Alexander , menaging his 
horfe Bucephalus , made in emu- 
lation by the two famous 
Sculptures, Phidias and Praxi- 
teles. The horfe at the left hand 
of Alexander hath under it Op us 
phidi£ , that on the right, O- 
pus Praxitelis. Con ft an tin the 
great had thefe tranfported out 
of Greece , and plact in his 
baths which were adjoyning,as 
the * inferiptians underneath 
witnefie.

Having gaz’d a little on thele 
Marbles, which fpeak Roman 
Hiflory more palpably then a- 
ny Author, we retumd home- 
wards by Saint John Latran , 
fa w the * Obetwque, which with 
that before mentioned of the 
Madonna del populo , flood in 
the Circus Maximus , this is 
held to be the • biggeft of one 
ftone ( to wit , ophit vulgarly 
granito a of which fort all the 
Pyramids here are ) that ever 
came into Ro me, there being a 
great fhip made purpofely for 
the Carriage. 

It was tranfported by Con - 
flantin 
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jlantin from Alexandria to 
Conftantinople 3 by his fonne 
Confiantius 9 from thertce to 
Rome. In Egypt it fervd for a 
Monument to the King Ratnu- 
Jis 9 from which particulars one 
may gather that it hath above 
two thoufand yeares , and yet 
by the prefervation of Sixtus 
V, who plac* t it here, it (lands 
yet entire with Egyptian Cha- 
racters upon it.

| before the great Dore of this 
Church wihigh (a) Columne, 
taken out of" the Temple of 
Peace 5 twas let up and dedica- 
ted 
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led to the Virgin ("whofe fta- 
tue is on the top)by Vanins V 
wherefore it ftands perpendi- 
cularly on fourebrafle Coqua- 
trifes , the armes of the Bor - 
gheji , out of which family 
came Panlus qnintns .

that of Belvedere 5 ftands that

In the Vatican hall ("the walls 
of which are of Marble) is pi- i 
ftur’d the Maffacre of France, 
under one fide Coligni & Soci v 
orum cedes, on the other Rex 
Coligni nectm probat . In the 
Vatican Chappell we law the 
judgement defigndby Michael 
Angelo, a piece which cannot be 
valued for its excellency. 

After wehad feen all theap- 
parfements of this vaft houie, 
returning homeward, weftept

F rom thence we went to the 
Villa Borghefe Which without 
exempt may for all excellencies 
beepreferr d before any other 
about Rome 01 in Italy, Before 
we came into the Parke, wee 
paft through a little houfe, 
where the artificiall raine : with 
the diverfity of waterworks , 
by putting on feverall heads, 
on the fame fountaine is very 
ingenious. 
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ingenuous. The gardens and 
Parke want nothing which 
fhould make a man conceive 
himfelfe in Paradife. Groves 
of Laurells,. Pines, Cyprefles, 
tameHaires,Deares, Peacocks, 
Swans, F eafants, and all recrea- 
tions the world can afford. In 
the gardens the four e Sphinxes 
of ancient ftone are to be noted. 
Theoutfideof the houfe is a- 
dornd with foure Frontis- 
pieces of ancient Sculptures, in 
Bafio Relievo , amongft which, 
Curtitts falling into the Vorago , 
Europa beard away on a Bull, 
Ledaft iicktbya Swan are moft 
exquifite 5 Within the houfe 
the Hall befet with Pillars of

cades are very magnificent. 
Hereabout where this Pallace 
ftands, wasth e Campus Marti- 
ns. 

^ From thence we went to the 
Palazzo Farnefe , but in the way 
wee tooke a full view of the 
Rotunda , or * Pantheon , the 
moft abiolute entire Anti- 
quity in all Rome , which was 
built by Marc, dgrippa, and de- 
dicated to all the Gods , and is 
now to the Virgin and all the 
Saints.

In the little 
Court going up the ftaires are 
foure admirable pieces of Bajfo 
Relievo of Aurelius his triumph!

'Jupiter Capitolinus^ooA. 

The next day in the morn- 
ing wee went to the Palazzo 
Barberino 5 which I cannot fay 
to bee inferiour or fuperiour to 
the others of Rome 5 for indeed 
the Pallaces of Rome are fo ex- 
cellent 3 that they will admit of 
nocomparifon amongft them- 
felves 3 for in what one comes 
(hort of another in oneparticu- 
lar 3 it outgoes it in fome thing 
elfe. 

T he Palazzo Barberino is al- 
wayes to bee reckond amongft 
the chiefe 3 whither for the 
Stru&ure , or for the Rari- 
ties. 

In the Court lies a broken 
Pyramid.

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The territorieof Frefcati , as 
it was the ancient delight of the 
Romans , fo it is as yet coverd 
with Gardens and Villas, about 
ten Cardinalls having their 
Countrey feats there. A place 
offuch ravifhing delights, as fit- 
ter’s for the Gods to inhabit 
then men. Such is the Quanti- 
ty of trees, which keep perpe- 
tually green , the murmuring 
ofFountainesand the like. 

Amongft the the Villa’s, the 
chiefe, and which wonderful- 
ly declares the ingenuity of the. 
Italians , is the Jldobrandina , 
which for divifes in water is the 
firft within or without Rome , 
I think I may fay in the world. 
Quite through thegarden,falls 
aCataraft, or deluge of water* 
towards the Embuftiment of 
which , ftand two Serpen tin 
Pillars of Mofaick , from the

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tops of which, the water creeps 
downe } Below in the Court is 
that admirable Fountaine , in 
which is reprefented Atlas 
throwing up water , which 
fbrceah artificiall Thunder, and 
a perfeft Rainbow, Whil’ft the 
Elements feeme here to bee at 
difference 5 A Satyre blowes a 
home lo wder then I ever heard 
a man $ And Tan in the Inter- 
im , playes two diverfe tunes 
upon the Organes : Things 
that ftrike aftonifhment to all 
the Spefrators, which whofo- 
ever they be, muft looke to goe 
away wet to the skinne, as we 
did, and from thence went in- 
to a place cald the terreftiall 
Paradife, and not undeferved- 
ly , for as the other inventions 
are mov’d by water, fo thefe 
goe by wind.

Leaving Frefcati, that after- 
loone we patt by Dianas Lake, 
md the wood famous for the 
iftion of Affeon. From thence 
vee had a woody and mounta- 
ious way unto Veletri , where 
vee lay, Veletri hereto! ore be- 
ongd to the Volfci , and thean- 
eftors of Anguflus came from 
hence. - The 
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The beft things to be feen in 
it now is the ftatue of Pope 
^rZ^theeigth, intraffe, and 
the publick rountaines. 

The next morning having 
paft downe the hill, whereon 
Peletri ftands, wee came into a 
plaine Country, and din’d at 
Sermoneta , fifteen miles from 
Peletri. 

In the afternoone , about 
three miles frofti Sermoneta , we 
paft by a Tower , built on the 
top of a Rock-, to defend the 
Country from Robbery , as 
they fay,though I believe more 
to take money for paCfage , 
through the Gate below.

From thence we tookeboat 
for B dirt ^ where the Caftle built 
by Charles the fifth of France is 
ftrong, going thither we could 
difcerne the foundations of 
Cimeria 5 and old Baia under- 
neath the Sea) 5 with the Via\ 
Consular k - overwhelm’d by 
the water 3 and on the fhoare 
nothing but- ruines. 

Hereabouts Caron was feign’d' 
to pafle with his Eoate, Here ! 
wefetagaine to Land 3 and faw 
the Temple of Venus 5 the Se-* 
pulcher of Agrippina ? with di«t 
verfe figures 3 and her Pallace 
of the fame worke. The Tem- 
ple of Diana at the left 5 the 
Bathes of Trullius 3 The houfes 
of Marins Fompey, Nero ftanding) 
aloft. . 

Hereabout the Sea water fe 
naturally hot: Hardby wewentt 
,, intoi 
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into Ciceros Bathes, as gallant 
and entire an Antiquity as an v 
in the TraU oirozzuolo $ Thele 
waters were fo foveraigne, not 
many years fince over moft dif- 
eafes , that over every Bath 
was written for what cures it 
was good, of which Infcripti- 
ons fome letters yet ftand, but 
the Phyfitians of Palermo [ as 
they tell the ftory) finding thofe 
waters prejudicial! to their cu- 
ftome, went with inftruments 
exprefly , and demolilht thofe 
writings (To that for the prefcnt 
they are utuifefull ) the fa id 
Phyfitians, being all caft away 
in their returne. 

Fromthefe Bathes we went 
up to the Stowesof Tritola ex- 
treamely hot, even to Surffoca- 
cation , yet contrary to the 
Grotta del Cane , that choking 
below and harmelefle above, 

. , thefe 
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thefe cooleand refrefhing be- 
low , but almoft fiifeling a- 
' bove. 

From thence we tookhorfe,- 
and paft by the Locus Lucrimts , 
the greater part whereof is now 
coverd with the Monte Nuovo, 
which mountaine ("as their tra- 
dition is ) was raisd in one 
night, a mile high, from the 
alhes which came out of Sul- 
fat ar a ^ andfo coverd the Lu- 
crinLake . Tonmafo Fonnare an 
old man of Pozzuolo, that dyed 
three yeares fince remem- 
bred of that mountaines being 
made in one night a hundred 
yearesagoe. 

After that wee rode to the 
Lake Avernus , whereabouts 
was the Poets Acheron or de- 
feent into hell 5 at one fide of 
the Lake is the Temple of A - j 

. folio, at the other, the SybilU 1

cious 3 at the end is aMagnificent 
afcent where the OracJe flood 
with the way that lead to Cuma 
Her bath yet Hands , andhw 
Chambers painted in Mofaick 
worke, yet all underground 
as indeed moll of the aforefaid 
Antiquities (excepting the 
Temples) are. 

In returning to Tozzwlo , 
we faw the Mount Gaunt' fain 
whence came the hf&fdemum 
now cald r>,irharo , it being al- 
together fterile. In Futeeli there 
are fome Antiquities , as the 
Temple of Neptune, Sic. In the 
Port are the vaft mines of Cali, 
gulas Bridge, which pa ft three 
mile croffe the Sea, from Fo’zzu- 
oles to Bafai 

After dinner wee went hack 
to Naples 9: In the way wee faw 
thdLions,. Auftriches y and o- 

ther. 
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ther wild beads and fowles^that 
a certaine Prince keeps. 

Having repos’d a day after 
this troublefome 3 yet fatisfa&o- 
ry voyage of Tozzuoles 5 the 
next morning wee fet out of 
the quite contrary part of Na- 
ples, to fee that Miracle of Na- 
ture^ the Brother of JEtna^ Ve - 
fuvius 5 fo famous for its la ft e- 
ruption. 

On the way 3 aim oft at the 
foot of the mountain (a Mar- 
' ble frame, which are ufuall on 
the high wayes, in the King* 
domcof 'Nxpief') relates this.

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Upon this Hill , or (chang- 
ing a Letter ) Hell is a goodly 
Countrey for the (pace of foure 
mile on all fides, which former-* 
ly product the excellent Gr£co , 
made barren , being coverd 
with a matter like Seacole Sin- 
ders. Going up higher tis hidi- 
ous to behold the deep cracks 
in the Earth , through which 
the flreames of Sulphure pad, 
all about lyes fcatterd the fe- 
verall materials it caft forth $ 
Some like mettall , other like 
Pitch, Brimftoneand the like, 
with fuch vaft dones , as ( I 
fpeake the lead ) foure porters 
would not able to carrie one of 
them, 

Being come fo neere the top , 
as we could with our horfes, we 
were fore t to alight, and to 
crawle up the deeper part , 
which is all coverd with a red- 

difh 
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difh fubftance , that founds like 
earthen veflel Is, fome conceive 
it to be Pumie ftone burnt,after 
this wee got up though weary 
to the top; where the Vorago is 
fo terrifying a fpe&acle , that if 
T would paint Hell , this would 
be the beft Patteme ; It is a hole 
about three mile in compare, 
and about halfe as much in 
depth, in the midft is a new hill 
that ftill vomits thick fmoke, 
which the fire within hath rais’d 
within few yeares it daily in- 
creafeth, and when tis growne 
to a fuller Bulke caveat Neapo- 
Ik . 

Pliny the Naturalift too In- 
quifitive after the caufe of this 
inteftine fire chang’d lives with 
Death on this Mountaine. 

In returning, as we were tir* d 
in getting up, fo wee went ea- 
fily down, though almoft up to 

the 
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the knees in afhes. 

This Mountains was th eVl- 
tima Meta of our voyage to Na- 
ples 3 wherefore having with 
much content feen thefe won* 
derfull things of Antiquity , 
Nature ^ and Curiofity 5 after 
fome few dayes we parted from 
Naples to Rome , treading the 
fame path we had before tract, 

At our going out of the King- 
dome ? they made us pay five 
times, for our Vallees, although 
they could finde no prohibited 
goods 5 At our entrance they 
let us paffe quietly 5 without 
paying a farthing. 

All the way to Rome I law 
nothing obfervable , but what 
I had before fpoken of, onely 
I would not omit the great 
quantity of Bufferos ( Beafts 
which furnifh the Souldiery 
with their skins)that we met in 
the Countrey. The 
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The day after ourreturne to 
Rome ^ wee walkt to San Seba- 
Jiiano 3 where a mercenary Fry- 
arletus downe into the Roma 
Sotterranea 5 or Rome under 
ground ? thofe hallowed Ca- 
vern es where the Church in her 
Infancy fhelterd her felfe from 
perfecution $ there is a moft im- 
menfe Folio out on thisSubjeft. 
Tisnow indeed a City for the 
Dead;, where in every fireetare 
pjld gradually one above ano- 
ther^ the Corps of Martyrs 5 to 
which fome Monuments are 
added with no other Epitaphs 
then this., Tro Chrijio . 

This place is as ftupendious 
for the rarity as venerable for 
the Antiquity : The natives of 
Rone know not hew farrethefe 
Vaults continue under the 
Earth 5 yet fome miles they fay 
are already difcoverd 3 with fo 

many 
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many AUanders ^ that hee who 
adventures to enter without an 
experience Guide may fas fome 
French men did ) goe into his 
grave living , yet increafe the 
Bill of Mortality. 

From thence wee went into 
the Tranftevere 9 fa w firfl Mon - 
torio ? formerly the jf anicnlum^ 
and the Chappell where f ut 
aiunt) Saint Peter was crucifi- 
fied. In the Church lies buried 
the Count Tiron Oncilte of Ire- 
land 5 who comming to Rome 
in devotion dyed, very poore, 
yet for his good fervice in the 
Catholique Caufe ^ hath a 
Tombeftone with this Infcrip- 
tion.

tyrs feet when they were 
drown’d , with other manner 
of Torments that they were put 
to 3 In the fame Church are ve- 
ry rare pillars of Porphyre, and 
other ftone taken from Aureli - 
ans baths. Thus every day pro- 
duct a new fight to us , but I 
would not paffe by our Voyage 
to Tivoli , which was as follow- 
eth.

When wee were come to Ti- 
voli 3 wee went to fee thole won- 
derfull Elzzimis , which the 
Cardinall d' F.Jle at moft Roy* 
all expence hath there in pof. 
feffion * thefight whereofin my 
Opinion 9 may at this prefent 
draw as many to fee Tivoli 9 as 
Rome with all her Merveiles. 

This (hall be mypatternefor

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and therefore Fie not omit any 
Particular. 

Firft tis evident, the Hill was 
made even, and upon that Pi-, 
azza. this Pallace was erefted^ 
which is built of fquare ftone, 
and all things anfwerable to a 
Kingly Grandezza. 

At the right hand are thofe 
Gardens which they call the fe- 
cret, in which there are fixteen 
huge Lavers of Marble, that 
caff forth Chryftalline water 0 
in the midft of thefe ftands a Ja - 
nut guadrifrons higher then 
thofe, which makes foure more 
fountainesthat refemble Look- 
ing Glafles. 

At the left there's a fumptu- 
ous Place for all manner of 
Exercifes, or Tumaments. The 
Facet at a or Front hath between 
the Windowes many ancient 
Statues , and fo the firft Porch

cent to the Palace. 

Before this 0 theres a moft 
glorious Fountame 3 with the 
Statue of Led* $ And foure 
vaft and moft delicious gardens 
in view. 

Palling down the fteps which 
have Piles of Water on both 
fides 9 amongft the Groves theres 
thefeFountainesof Tethys^ Ef- 
culapiuty Arethufa, Pandora 3 Po- 
mona 3 and Flora. Afterwards 
theres the ftately Peg* fa in 
Pamojja. The two Col odes of 
the Sy bilU Tybnrtina 5 and Me- 
licerta. The Cupids po wring 
water out of their Flaskes are 
moft ingenious , next there 
arefome Urnes 9 upon which 
ftand ten Nymphes 3 and in the 
midft the Calves of the Sybilla , 
T 'iburtina 5 and Diana 3 God- 
ded e of the Woods. Both a- 
I : ‘ * 
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adornd with fountaines , fta- 
tues 3 Roots of Corall , Mo- 
ther of Pearle, and pav’d with 
Mofaickworke. 

On the other fide of the Gar- 
den fets Rome triumphant , in 
the mid ft of her moft Memora- 
ble Fabi icks , as the Pantheon, 
Capitoll, Cirques, Theatres , \ 
Amphitheatres , Obelisques , 
Maufoleos, Archs Triumphal), 
Pyramids , A quid u 61s. Porti- 
cos, Thermas, and the like. Nei- 
ther is the River Ty ber want- 
ing 5 for out of the Wolfe and 
Twinnes gufheth a Rivolet, 
proportionable to that Repre- 
sentative City.

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For ftrength it is not much 
considerable, there being but a 
Angle wall without Bulwarks, 
Ramparts or the like, Tis a fit- 
er habitation for the Mufes,

( Univerfity which flourifheth 
there, making this Motto com- 
mon, BOLONIA DOCET. 

Amongft the things I tooke 
notice of at Boloni.t^ thefirftis 
the generall uniformity in the 
buildings , there running be- 
fore all the houfes,a very ftately 
Cloyfter, with Arches all of the 
fame ftru&ure, fo that a large 
ftreet appeares one building, 
which manner though it differ 
from the ordinary Italian way, 
yet is no leffe admirable 

Amongft ot her faire edefices 
of this City, the Popes Pallace 
very fpacious , is chiefe, over 
the Gate b the fhtue of a Pope 
inmettail* Before 
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Before this Pallace is the P*- 
I azza^ as remakable as moft in 
Italy : In the midft ftarids a ve- 
ry IumptuousFountaine 3 where 
the Braftn Neptune made by 
John of Bohniap famous Sculp- 
tures is very confiderable 3 at 
cne end of this Place is the Do - 
me, not yet finilht. 

The great Scbooles are faid 
to be as /lately as moft in Eu. 
rope . And likewife the Hofpi- 
talls are worth feeing The Con- 
vents at- Bolonia are generally 
very glorious 3 e/pecially s* 
Dominic^nd out of the Town 
S. Michael in Bofco. 

In briefe 5 the Eolonians agree 
with the other Italians^ in ha- 
ving their hou/es built decent- 
ly 3 and in their Courts , ftill 
have home Verts fet 9 as Orange 
trees 5 Cyprefles 3 or the like, 
which much pleafeth the eye

In the heart of the City,ffands 
the Tower of the Afnelli •' 
f cald fo from a Family that 
rai’sdir) fome making Bolonia 
to reprefent the forme of a (hip*, 
fetthis for the maine Maft.

Ourlnne was the Mgelo (a 
too fumptuous edifice to have 
been made a TavemeJ where 
havingdind, wee went by boat 
downe the Channel^ and about 
| three mile beyond Ferrara came 
into the Vo , which is the great- 
eft and fartheft navigable river 
in Jtdjy, for breadth and length 
much above Tyber it felfe ^ the 
ancients cald it Vadut , the Po- 
ets Erydanu* , on the Bankes 
whereof they feignd that, Io 
transformd into a heifer was 
want to feed. 

About evening wee came on 
the confines of the Venetian ter- 
ritoire, and fupt at Corbua , a 
place three miles diftant from 
that moft ancient, yet now de- 

jeded 
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je&ed Gity Adria, which for- 
merly gave the name of Mare 
Adriati ciw ,to the Sea now cald 
the Golfe of Venice, 

Three miles farther , wee 
changd our Barke for a bigger 
Veflell, to carrie us to Venice, 
and having now paft thirty 
miles on the To, we came fud-, 
denly by an artificiall cat into; 
the River Adice (Athefis in La- 
tin: ) that pafletn by Verona 5 
and the next morning , about 
the opening of the day, wee 
enterd into the Golfe , paf- 
fing by Cbioza , a City in an 
Iflandon the left, Palejiina on 
the right , with other Ifland$ 
that lay rang’d in a row to Ve- 
nice it felfe, where, wee arriv'd 
the twelfth of September $ and 
being come to the Port , wee 
( as the cuftomeand order is )

men ) had a prodigious Birth 
by that over familiar Play-fel- 
low. 

For the inward part of this 
Temple , It is a little obfcure 
within , yet moft richly wenef- 
coted with Marbles , and the 
whole top coverd with WvAy 
pieces in Mofaick worker An 
Art loft or unknowne in thefe 
parts 5 and highly valued there. 

Neere that Church gate, that 
lookesinto the Sea , is a little 
Chappell, and therein is an ill 
hewd image of the Lady, made 
(as their Tradition goes) out 
of the fame rocke, which Mofos 
ftrooke when the water mira- 
culoufly gufhed forth , And to 
make good this ftory , they 
fhew three little holes out of. 
which the Fountaine came 
forth.

wealthy In honour of this Saint, 
here is likewife confervd a molt 
ineftimable treafure. 

To this Cathedrall Church 
joynes the Dukes Pallace whol- 
ly of Marble , with a Kingly 
Arcade of three and thirty Pil- 
lars, under which, tis a moft 
comely fight to fee the Veneti- 
ans in their long Go wnes, daily 
confultingof State affaires. 

Juft againft the great Gate, at 
the top of the fteps , ftand two 
Coloffes , the one of Mars , the 
other of Neptune , works of fa- 
mous Sanfovinm. Oppofite to 
thefeftairesis a Facade of Sta- 
tues , both ancient and mo- 
deme- 

Aboveis a moft royall Cor- 
ridor^ wherein are divers Tri- 
bunals, or Courts of Juftice, 

and 
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and higher are moft gallant aft 
cents into the Senate houfe*and 
other fumptuous Halls. 

Eelowinthe Court, in going 
out* 1 obfervd the mouthes of 
two Wells in Erafle* of very lin- 
gular art.

being Between the two Pillars 
that ftand towards the Canale 
della G indeed. Thefe two Co- 
lomnes were brought out of 
Greece , on the one ftands the 
Statue of Sanff. Theodor us ^ with 
the Crocodile , on the other 
Saint Marfas Lion ofBraffc. 

Thisisthefumme of what is 
to be noted within , and about 
the Piazza San Marco , . yet be- 
fore I leave it, tis worth the 
paines to get up Saint Marfa 
fteeple, which ftands by it felfe, 
i eightie 
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eightie feet diftant from the 
Church. 

From thence one may dif- 
cernehowthe City Jies compa- 
cted of many little 1 Hands , 
feparated by Channel Is , joy- 
ned by Bridges 9 the number 
whereof, if well; reckoned up, 
comes to foure hundred and fif- 
ty 9 and the greater part of (tone . 
The faireft and moft remark- 
able is the Bridge of , 
which 5 though butof or.eArci: 
yet for the height 5 length 3 and 
breadth , hath no where a pa- 
rell. 

Upon it ftand twelve (hops, 
at each fide covevd all alike 
with lead 9 and behind magni- 
ficent Balnfirades . This Bridge 
paffeth over the Canal Grande 9 
along which are the moft ftate- | 
ly houfes in all Venice. 

It is a moft fatisfa&ory 
K 3 fight 
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fight to behold the Corfo in this 
-Channel! , every Feaft towards 
the Evening 3 to fee the Ve- 
netian Ladies habited like 
Nymphs , and the Gondolas 
like fo many Daulphines run- 
ning a race. Thefe Gondolas 
are Eoats, which becaufe of 
the little ufe of walking a foot 
there 3 are ftill carrying fbme 
paffenger one way or another. 
Every noble Venetian keeps I 
one of thefe Seacoaches for his 
family 3 and others there are to 
I be hir’d by any mam for mo- 
ney very genteel and commodi- 
ous. 

Hence one may eafily conje- 
cture how populate Venice isv 
for the number of Gondolas is 
40000. fo that in cafe of necef- 
fity^ the Boatmen would make 
aconfiderablearmy 3 for every 
Gondola hath a Rower 9 and the

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better fort too. And now I am 
on the water, before I fet foot to 
land, I may vifite lomeof the 
neigbouring Iflands, and firft 
Murano a mile diftant from Ve- 


nice, 


Here continually ( excepting 
in Augufl and September ) are 
Fornaces to make Glades 
which for the variety of the 
worke, andtheChryftall fub- 
ftance 3 exceed all others in the 
world 3 and are tranfported to 
all parts : out of which mer- 
chandife Venice drawes infinite 
fummes of money. 

In returning wee ftept into 
the Arfenall, The Magazine and 
ftore-houfe -of Warre 3 Mars 
his warehoufe. In this place the 
Republick hath all am muni ti- 
on for Sea and Land , all inftn* 
ments of offence and Defence, 
all preparations for (hipping fo 
X 4 ready. 
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ready , that tis (aid they can 
raife a Gaily m foure and twen- 
ty hourefr, and though the late 
approach of their common ene- 
my the Tnrke , hath much im- 
poverifht this Jrfenal , yet the.' 
I daily labours of Artifans that 
I worke there, (till reftore it. 

The next day wee went to 
| the Greek Church , where at 
| their fervice in their owrie 
j tongue, there was a great Con* 

! gregation , who us’d more Ce- 
remonies, but lefle fuperftiti- 
on then the Church of Rome y 
which calls the Greeks Schif- 
maticks onely , becaufe they 
differ not much in exteriours 
from them 3 but will mot ac- 
knowledge the Pope to bee 
head of the Church. 

Neither have the Orimtall 
Ghriftians alone this Liberty at 
Venice , but Loyal as Sonnes be- 
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ing exild thence , the Inquifiti- 
on reacheth not fo far as Gran- 
gers, which made us Heretickl 
( as they call us ) thinke wee 
were come out of the Land of 
Bondage 3 to a more fecure 
Country. 

The day following wee made 
a Gondola, carry us o\ev to San 
G eor geo 9 an Ifland with a moft 
beautifull Monafteiy $ The 
Chappell is pav’d ( as generally 
they are in Venice ) with a red- 
difli Marble , About the Coire 
are very rare Statues, and in the 
Cloifter, fits Venice Triumphant. 

From thence wee went to 
San Giovanni e Taulo , more in 
devotion to the living Ladies, 
then to the dead Image there 
worlhipt.

And this I imagine proceeds 
from the great and innumerable 
company of Jewes, that are har- 
bourdhere, and that enjoy the 
Priviledgeof a Synagogue for 
every Nation 5 fo that in their 
Guetta they have nine diverfe 
ones, yet weare they a Badge of 
diftinftion, viz: a Scarlet hat. 
The (hops at Venice are mod 
r’tchly fumifht with Eafterne 
Merchandize, as Sattins , Da- 
masks, Cloaths of Gold, with 
a world ofcoftly Drugs, which 
word intimates I muft haften to 
theMedicinall Padua .

Cheft, are fome remnants of the 
walls that Antcnor laid ^ For 
the city is divided into the old, 
and the new,the old hath round

It ftands in a moft delicious 
and fertile Plaine., which pro- 
duced! fo great abundance of 
things neceflary to humane life} 
that the vulgar Proverb goes 
Bolenia la grajfa ma Padouala 
pafa. 

By reafon of this plenty of 
provisions, and the daily pra-. 

&ife 
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ftife in Phyfick , and, the other 
liberall Arts this city is noleffe 
frequented by ftrangers , then 
Athens anciently was. 

And indeed thofe who have 
been ftudents at Padua , have 
reafon to commend the place, 
for by the Senate of Venice's 
inftitution ( under whomF*- 
duais) every Nation, Englift, 
Dutch, &c. hatha Conful , en- 
joy es many Priviledges, and by 
their matriculation may lay in 
provifions, without paying any 
excife or taxation. 

This liberty is very preva- 
lent to draw Forreigners thi- 
ther , yet the ill Government 
oftheSchollars there muchdif- 
fwades others from likeing the 
place. 

Itisftrangeto finde Minerva 
fo joyrid with Mars, to fee flu- 
dents in fo warlike a pofture,for

IntheCloyftersan Antiqua- ’ 
ry might fpend a yeares ftudy 5 j 
for amongft the Legend ftories 
defign’d on the walls,they have 
inferted hundreds of old In- 
feri prions, with the Draughts of 
old ftones, and pieces of Limes, 
all which were dug up out of 
the ground, when the Founda- * 
tions of this Convent were firft 
laid 

A little farther is thePhyfick 
Garden, fild with fimples , but 
the Eugatiean Hills furnifh Vadua 
more abundantly with medeci- 
nallHerbes. 

Thefe hills are in view from 

Tadua 
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Padua , and have been alwayes 
famous for the Medecinall 
Bathes,that proceed from them. 

Having fpent a week in Ta- 
the Gentlemen wee left at 
Venice , came thither ( viz: Sir 
J. G * a Northerne Baronet, and 
my Lord B . his eldeft Son) with 
whom wee Joynd company to 
goe thorough Lombardy, and fo 
over the Alpes into France . 

From Padua wehird a Coacl 
to v Verona \ In our firft daye< 
journey we had nothing to ob 
ferve but the Fertility and plea- 
fantnefle of the Country, nei 
ther could I imagine my felfe a- 
ny where but in Lombardy . 

Had not the People , Lan- 
guage, Manners, feemd Italian , 
I might have thought my felfe 
to have been out of Italy $ fo 
great an alteration is there in 
the Landskip betwixt this, and

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the other fide of the Appenitter • 

Themeliority of either I diC- 
pute not , they being equally 
good , yet contrary, that moun - 
tanous , this flat. The latter is 
cald Lombardy , and under that 
name is comprehended the 
whole plaine betwixt the Alper 9 
and the Appenines. 

It was almoft Vintage time 
when wee paft through this Pa* 
radife,andit made my journey 
much eafier , to fe : the trees 
rangd in order fo farre as one 
can fee, tolookeon the Vines 
embracing the Elmes, with fuch 
an incrediblequantity of grapes, 
that they are coverd more with 
Purple, then green. 

Ef Tell us Bacchi pondere prejfa 
gemcns, 

Befides this wee lodgd every 
night in fome memorable City, 
I where wee found good accom- 
modation, 
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modation 3 and fomething ob- 
fervable. 

The firft day fome houres be- 
fore it grew darke 5 we were in 
Vicenza, 

Vicenza , in Latine Vicentia 3 1 /icenia- 
was according to Livie built by 
the Gdli Senones in theReigne 
of Tarquinius Vnfcus 3 fince that 
time it hath without doubt fuf- 
ferd many changes. 

It is now under the Venetians 3 
and (lands in the Marquifate oj 
Treves. It is neither fortified, nor 
capable of F ortification 5 it being 
fituated at the bottome of a hill 
that commands the Towne, 
however the fidelity of the In- 
habitants keep it infafety. 

The Vicentins delight to goe 
abroad in the world , to fee for- 
reigne cuftomes (an humour fel- 
dome found in 6ther Italians ) 
fo that at their retume home 
L 3 they 
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they live fplendidly,goe richly 
appareld 3 keep many followers 5 
for which caufe this city is repu 
ted very full of Gentry, & thofe 
rich , the common title to a 
Gentleman here being Signor 
Conte , as much as my Lord. 

Neither are they lefle noble 
in their Buildings then in their 
Garbe 5 for by the art of Palladi- 
um ^ the late Reviver of the Ro- 
man Architedlure a y 2 cent in , 
this city is beautified with (late- 
ly Pallaces publick^and private. 

The Hall of Juftice is admi- 
rable, both for the Ancient and 
modeme ftrufture , the T ower 
lofty , the Piazza moft capaci- 
ous of Turnaments , and other 
aflemblyes of the Gentry. Who 
are much given to fhewes and 
Paftimes 5 and to this purpofe 
they haveereftcd a Theatre., the 
figure whereof I conceive to bee 

tike 
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like thofe of the ancienr il?- 
mans ^ though the materialls dif- 
fer, Falladius was the Inventor, 
as this Infer iption over the 
ftage,teftifieth.

Going forth at the gate di 
Monh> one fees another Arch 
of FaUadius , with a moft high 
paire of flaires to the top of the 
Madonna Del Monte . 

Halfe a mile farther by the 
j^verfide ( which river was in 
liatin cald Meduacus Minor ) is 
the Rotonda of Conte Mario 
Capra fo cald from the Cupola 
at the top, or likeneffe it hath 

with/ 
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with the Pantheon at Rome , 
though in my opinion it more 
resembles the T emple of Janus 
ghtadrifrons , for it hath foure 
faces and foure Gates. 

Palladia* made this his Ma- 
tter-piece $ fortis fo contrive!, 
that it containes Geometri- 
cally a Round , a Crofle, and a 
Square. 

The Matter of this houfe 
ufes all ftrangers very civilly. 

His Sellars are the beft , and the 
beft fumifhed I met with , nei- 
ther is he fparing of his Wines

The next morning wee left 
Vicenza very early , dind at ojle- 
ria Nuova the midway.- And 
about foure in the afternoon e 
wee came unto Verona. 

Tis the vulgar Criticifme on 
this Name, that if it bee fylla- 
bizd, it comprehends the firft 
letters of the three head Cities 
of Italy Ve-Venetia . Ro-Roma. 

Na Napoli. Others leave 

the verball dirivation 5 and more 
ftriftly interpret it, that what- 
foever is containd in thofe three 
Cities may bee found in Vero- 
na. 

Her wealth may be com par’d 
to that of Venice $ Her Monu- 
ments of Antiquity equal! e-j 
ven thofe of Rome\ neither is' 
thedelightfull fituation inferi- 
ourtothat of Naples. 

, Thus. 
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Thus much I muft needs lay, 
were I to fee Ityily againe 3 I 
fhpuld make my Station at Ve- 
rona 0 for I know no place more 
agreeable or commodious for a 
ftranger. 

The City ftands one part on 
the fide 5 the Qther at the foot 
of a hill ? behind which is a 
continuation of huge Mourn 
taines. 

Before one fide of the City 
lies a rich Plat Countrey $ Be- 
fore the other a ftony Champi- f 
on 3 or Downes 3 wherein C. .• 
Marius gave a totall overthrow 
to the Cumbrians. 

The River Athejis divideth 
the City in the midft. Thus 
nature hath adornd Her ? nei- 
ther hath art been wanting to 
glorifie her ? and this one may. 
colleft from the mighty rem- 
nants of Roman Magnificence^ 

that 
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that yet ftand within her walls. 
I may, fay with Martially 
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quatnr Of us. 
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Of the Amphitheatre at Vero- 
na 9 the moft perfeft that is to be 
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This noble worke was fpoild 
of all its ornaments by the Bar- 
barous that fackt Italy , yet one 
may eafily judge, how betwixt 
the Arches and the Columnes 
there were ftatues. 

In the circuit of this Moles 
are three Porches , one within 
another 3 made for the Spe&a- 
tours to goe in, and out without 
difturbance to any one In the 
midft is the Arena , where the 
Combatants fought in an ovale 
forme, foureand thirty perches 
long, large two and twenty, en- 
vironed with two and forty 
feats , which lie gradatim, one 
above another, ftill extending 
to the top. 

In thefe Cirques the vaftnefle 
of Marble ftones is incredi- 
ble, fo bigge that one cannot 
conceive how they were tranfc* 
ported thither.

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This worke was perfected by 
L. V. Fla min jus rCouful Anno 
Vrb: Gond. 53 . ^ 

Many other fignes of Vene- 
rable Antiquity are there in Ve~ 
rona y as Arches-Triumphalta, 
mines of Temples, Aquidu&s, 
limes and the like. There’s one 
Arch Triumphall dedicated to 
Manus for his viftory over the 
Cumbrians, 

And although this City bee 
not now of fo great a compafie 
as Hiftorians report , it was in 
the height of the Roman Em- 
pire , yet the Venetians have 
with great expence joynd new 
Bulwarkes and walls unto the 
old, and it is fencd with three 
Caftles, which make it as well 
impregnably ftrong,as delight- 
full 

The buildings ol this City are 
anfwerable to the Italian. 

The 
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The faireft is the Councell 
houfe 3 upon the roofe where- 
of ftand expos’d to the open 
ayre the Statues of Cornelius 
Nepos^ Emilitts Marcus^ old Po- 
ets.* Pliny the Natttrall Hiftorio - 
graphe , Vetmvim the Archite- 
cture $ all which men graced 
their native Perona by their lin- 
gular Vertues., 

Befides thefe, the Learned 
Scaliger was of Verona y for 
whole lake and his Family i 
Signori della Sc ala , there is fin 
the heart of thecity 3 before the 
Inneweelayat il Canaletto) a 
ftately Tombe of Marble 3 en- 
compaft with Iron worke 5 in the 
falhion of a Ladder, which that 
name implies. 

Thele things wee law before 
itgrewdarkeat Verona , which 
wee left the next morning, ha- 
ving renewed our bargaine with 

the • 
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the fame Coaeh that brought 
us thither,to carry us to Milan. 

At our going ©ut of the 
Towne , I faw a Porphire 
Tombe in a Church yarde, twas 
told me that a King of the Goths 
lay buried there. Looking into 
the River Athefis , J efpied a 
Bridge of old Roman work, and 
fome Engines which convey 
water out of the river into the 
city by Pipes. 

W hen wee parted from Vero- 
na , and indeed through all the 
Venetian State , our Matricu- 
lations wee had from Padua did 
us much fervice , for by that 
tneanes none of the Guard, 
would dare to hinder us as 
theyulually doe ftrangers. 

Two miles beyond Verona 
wee paft over the Dow ne$,me- 
morable for the Battells of Mari- 
us. About noone wee came to 

Cavallt 
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Cavalli Cafchicri , an Inne two 
miles fliort of Pefchiera , which 
is a moft ftrong F ort of the Fe- 
(landing at the Embufh- 
ment of the Lagodi Garda into 
that of M*ntna. 

The greater part of the after - 
noone, wee part by the fide of 
the Lake, which by the Anci- 
ents ws cald Benac/u From Pef- 
chiera it extends it felfe towards 
the North five and thirty miles. 
Tis very rough and tempeftu. 
ous, as Virgil faith,

from its enclolure , between 
mountaines which flop up the 
winde 3 yet being fenct fo with

The Lake abounds with fiih, 
Specially with Troutes, equall 
o them of the Lake of Geneva, 
a/hich wee tailed of that night 
it (upper at Lunato . 

In the midft of the Lago di 
jarda , is an Ifland wherein 
lands Serwonea. 

The next day wee had very 
i>ad Coach way , yet at dinner 
:ime wee were at Brefcia, where 
^ecaufe of bad weather wee tar- 
ied that day. 

Brefcia , ( by the Romans 
%rixia ) may be cald the V ene- 
ians Magazine , h£re is a per- 
jetuall appearance of Warre 
hough they live in peace, every 
hop is (lord with Armes* In a 
vord. the chiefe traffick of this 
>iace are Swords, Muskets, and 

other 
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other military Engines * from 
whence tis vulgarly cald Brefcia 
the Armed. 

It hath a plaine on all fides, 
excepting towards the Cattle 
which ftands on Hill } behinde 
which are very high Moun- 
taines 3 By reafon of this vici- 
nity to the Hills the City is 
beautified with many Foun- 
taines^ a commodity which few 
of the Cities in Lombardy have. 

In fome of the ftreets there 
runnes Porches , whereby one 
may walke drye in rainy wea- 
ther. The Torre della Vail ad a is 
of rare Tufcan ftru&ure 5 the 
Piazza is but little , yet the 
Townehoufe maybe reckoned 
amongft the faireft of Italy 

The Dome was a repairing 
when I was there. In that is 
kept a skie colour Crofle, which 
they hold to be the fame which 

appeard 
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appeard to Conjlantrn. 

There is little obfervable , 

( onely Ibme Churches ) at 
Brefcia V which we left the next 
morning, and dind at Vrfa Vec- 
chio } after dinner wee jpaft by 
VrJiNovi , a ftrong Garrifon in 
the Venetian Frontiers that 
way.

ther City in Italy faid to be the 
Great . 

The Metropolis of either 
France, or England, either Pa - 
rk or London, goe much be- 
yond it for bignefle 9 yet they 
muft be lookt on as Heads of 
Kingdomes, thisastheCapitall 
of a Dutchy or Province 3 befides 
their chiefefl: greatnefle is in 
their Suburbs. Milan hath none 
at all , but lies within a irately 
wall of ten miles compaffc. 

Tis plac’t in a wide plaine, 
and hath about it green Hills, 
delightfull Medowes , Navi- 
gable Rivers , and enjoyeth a 
wholfome Ay re, the territory 
doth fo well furnifh it with all 
neceffary provifions , that tis 
worth a dayes journey onely to 
fee the Market of Milan.

the place could not afford us 
either Saddles or bridles to our 
Jade^yetneceffitie drives and 
away wee mu ft. \Ve 
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Wee were now at the very top 
of the Atpes 3 nothing to bee 
feen but (how, which hath laid 
there beyond the memory of 
rran^andasfomefay ever fince 
the flood. 

There are Poles let up to di- 
teft the way to paflengers , yet 
in the very path our horfes went 
fo deep that few or none of us 
fcapt without a fall. 

Jnfome parts of theyeare, as 
December, January and Februa- 
ry this mountaine is impaflable 5 
The beft time is in September 9 
OSober ox November. 

After wee had paft over the 
fnow which was but for foure 
mile or thereabouts, wee were 
forc’t te>alight,to crawle down 
the deeper part of the Moun- 
taine $ When our Guide defird 
us to horfe againe , it hapned 
one unruly Jade broke loofe and 

ran 
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ran away. Twas my ill Fortune 

tobefet upon a Mule, aft unta- 
mable headfttong beaft, which 
feeing the other Hor(e 3 a great 
way before, ranne headlong up 
anddowne, and carried the Ri- 
der over fuch terrible places that 
all the company gave mee for 
loft .• When the horfe and 
my Mule ftayd of themfelves 
my fellow Travellers, over- 
tookemee, fbthat evening wee 
reacht to Briga, at the bottom of 
the Samfion which was the end 
of our Alpine voyage. 

Hereabouts the Rivers, the 
Rhene and the Rhofhe , have 
their fountaines but neither are 
Navigable. 

The reft of our way to the 
Lake of Geneva , was amongft 
Alpes hm not over any. There, 
running along a rich valley be- 
tween two huge Mountaines-

Yet is (he placed in 
fuch a corner of the World, 
that (he feemes to lye Geogra- 
fically in the Center between 
Germany , France, and Italy. 

For this reafon tis fuppos’d 
Majier Calvin began to preach 
up his Reformation , in this 
City before any other 3 not 
through any fplendour in the 
place 5 but that lome might come 
from all parts to follow his Do- 
ftrine.

This advantage Geneva hath 
by its fituation, the better fort 
fpeake or under ftand any of 
thefe three Languages, Trench , 
Dutch 3 Italian , (o that every 
weeke there are Sermons in 
them all. Amongft the Divines 
of Geneva , Deodatm is their 
great Patron 9 a great Schollar, 
and a pricking thomein theje- 
fiiites fides. For 
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For the Ecclefiafticall Go- 
vernment of Geneva , it is Pres- 
byterian fuch as Calvin inftitu- 
ted. For the Politicall 5 1 con- 
ceive it to depend on Aristo- 
cracy. 

Their State/ excepting fbme 
private men ) hath hardly 
wealth to fubfift 5 yet every Ci- 
tizen will lay downe his life and 
meanes for to maintaine their 
Caufe, and Liberty. 

They keep contiauall watch 
and ward 3 and not without 
reafo nfor their owne territory 
about theCity 3 exceeds>not the 
Lands of many Countrey.
